I am a fetish model from the Netherlands, specialized in latex 
and bondage. | model for images, videos, catwalks, shows, 
magazines and much more! All which can be viewed on my 
website and blog. 


How is the cultural life in Netherlands? 

Holland has an amazing culture and | am very proud to be 
Dutch. We have a big cultural history that influenced the 
country so much and made Holland what it is today. 


Your life, would be different if you was born out of Nether- 
lands? 

Yes, | think my life would be different if | was born outside of 
the Netherlands. | think being born in a different environment 
and growing up in a different society, would make me a diffe- 
rent person then | am now. 


Tell us, how was your Waldorf School experience? 

My experience at the Waldorf school is very positive. | had a 
wonderful time there. The school was very small which caused 
that all the students knew each other. We were like a team. 
Also | learned some good qualities that | am very thankful for, 
such as self actualization and creativity. Two qualities that | 
use every day for my company Dutch Dame. 


if we say you the Cosplay word, what is your feel? 

It brings a smile on my face. My love for cosplay will never go 
away. At the Waldorf school I had sewing lessons. I loved it so 
much that | bought my own sewing machine and | started ma- 
king my own outfits. After a while basic clothing was no cha- 
llenges any more. Then | saw a picture online of somebody 
that was cosplaying. It attracted my attention immediately and 
a whole new world opened up for me. | became a passionate 
cosplayer. | visited conventions, participated in cosplay con- 
tests and eventually started doing cosplay photo shoots. 


When did you decide to become a model? 

My first photo shoot was a cosplay photo shoot back in 2003. 
| did a few cosplay photo shoots but within a few weeks | got 
asked to model for fashion and also commercial shoots. This 
worked out really well for me and | got a lot of assignments. 
After finishing the high school | decided to do my modeling as 
a full time occupation. 


Why do you like model world? 

There are a few things | love about the model world. One of 
them is the people | meet. | have met other models, designers, 
organizers and many more great people. Another thing | love 
about the model world is the sights | see and the countries | 
visit. Whenever | have an assignment abroad, | always try to 
stay for 1 or 2 days longer so that | can see the city and 
country that | am staying in as well. Instead of only working 
there. 


What do you feel inside a Latex suit (or another material) and 
wearing 14 cm high heels? 

Wearing latex suit and wearing 14 cm high heels gives me an 
amazing feeling. First of all the latex suit. Latex is a fabric that 
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' | feel so comfortable in. For me it is like a second 
skin which gives a very warm and protective fee- 
ling. | love the air tight structure of latex and the 
shine also really attracts me. 

14 cm high heels is also great! People that have 
met me know that | am really tall. | am 1.81 cm and 
I love high heels. The higher the better for me. High 
heels make me feel very sexy and feminine. 








Is it easy to stand out in this world or everything is 
invented? 

I think none of those actually. | feel not everything 
is invented. A lot of creative people think of new 
_ things all the time. Then the idea needs to get pro- 
moted a lot before it will get noticed by others. The- 
refore | also think it is not easy to stand out in the

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What do you prefer. a normal photoshoot or some- 
thing more alternative? Why? 

A normal shoot for me is shooting fetish, such as in 
latex or bondage. Others might see that as alterna- 
tive. Either way, as long as the shoot contains latex 
or bondage | am very happy model because fetish 
modeling is where my passion truly lies. 


Do you only work in the fashion industry or is it only 
a complement? 

I do model for latex fashion, but that is only a part 
of my modeling. As a fetish model | model for so 
much more than only the latex fashion. Such as ex- 
treme rubber dress up and bondage. On my website 
| model for latex fashion, latex stripteases, extreme 
rubber dress up, bondage, rope suspension and lots 
of other fetish related themes. This is all for images 
and videos. Besides that | also model for fashion 
catwalks, kinky shows, bondage demonstration and 
workshops. So fashion modeling is really just a sec- 
tion of all my work as a model. So I do more than 
just fashion, everything together is a full time job. 


Which photographer would you like to pose and 
why? 

Over the years | have worked with so many great 
photographers all ready. | feel very blessed that | 
had the change to model for all the photographers 
that | have worked with. Also there are many great 
photographers that | haven't worked with yet but | 
would really love to one day. However it is really dif- 
ficult to just mention one name because there are 
so many different photographers. Each of them have 
their own style and creativity that | appreciate. 


Do you think the use of Photoshop has distorted re- 
ality? 

Yes, | think it can distorted reality. Personally | use 
photography to portrait fantasies. On my website | 
am selling fetish fantasies via the medium of ima- 
ges and videos. Photoshop can definitely be a tool 
to perfection that fantasy. Weather itis for chancing 
the colors or completely change the background. 
However I do not use photoshop with the intention 
to distorted a reality. For example my suspension 
are all real, not photoshopped. | only use photoshop 
or adjusting divers elements, such as colors. 


Are you an exhibitionist? Do you like it? Thousand 
eyes looking you, admiring you? 

Not sure yet actually. | don't mind being naked in 
ront of thousand of eyes. It also doesn't make me 
eel uncomfortable. On the other had | have no deep 
desire to be undressed in public either and to be lo- 
oked at or admired. 


However | do love my job, were | have to be naked 
‘or shoot or performances. | guess | am still finding 
out things about myself every day. 





What wouldn't you do even if you were paid all the 
money in the world? 

| would never give up my company Dutch Dame. I 
have invested so much in my modeling. Blood, 
sweat and tears, but | am following my dreams. My 
company means a lot to me and | will never give it 
up unless | really want too. Not even if | was paid all 
the money in world! 


A couple of models you admire or have as a refe- 
rence? 
Over the years | had the change to work with so 
many great models. Every model has her own style 
and that is very inspirational to me. Itis very hard to 
just mention a few models, because every model 
has their own qualities | admire. Of course there are 
also many models that | would really like to shoot 
with in the future. 





What is your definition of beauty? 

In the model world beauty is term that can be used 
for the appearance and the looks of the model. Ho- 
wever for me beauty means so much more. Perso- 
nally | am a perfectionist. When | see the aim for 
perfection in work of others, weather in art or in a 
person, it appeals to me and I can find it beautiful. 


If you could choose what historical period would or 
you choose? 

As my interest is in latex | guess | would choose the 
19th century. Because in this century the whole 
market for latex clothing had an amazing evolution. 
From the first aims to perfection latex clothing, rub- 
ber companies and different types of rubber. | would 
of loved to be there and watch it happen. Trying out 
the first waterproof jackets and rubber boots 


Any project in the future? 

Always working on new projects and lots of projects 
are coming up in the future. Such as shoots, works- 
hops, bondage performances and catwalks. | am 
very excited about all the projects that are booked 
now, going to be a great year! 

Upcoming projects in this month (September): bon- 
dage workshop with RopeMarks, book publication 
of Yolinda Vixen (featuring Dutch Dame), catwalk for 
DeMask, rubber show at EuroPerve and a bondage 
performance at London festival of the art of Japa- 
nese rope bondage.

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How would you describe yourself? 

Itis difficult to talk about myself. 

| would say | am a passionate and a perfectionist. I'm 
probably a little too much because I'm never fully sa- 
tisfied with my work. | like constantly pushing my li- 
mits and by the work | try toalways move forward and 
always . Over the years, it s' better but it's a long pro- 
cess and restarting eternal because you never cease 
to learn and nothing is ever granted. | think | am per- 
sistent. 


Why photographer? 

Younger, when | was doing my scientific studies, to 
change my mind, | often realized portraits in pencil. 
When | have started my professional activity, with 
less time, | have stopped drawing. A few years later | 
went back there but I just lost my stroke of a pen, he 
would surely | had to work a bit to find, but may be 
laziness, | do not have and | decided to make the 
photo, saying it would be easier to press the trigger 
that hold the pencil. 

It was wrong of course, but | took to the game and 
let myself be invaded by virus photo. 


Do you believe photography is underestimated and 
considered a minor art? 

It depends on what we talk about photography, basic 
photography, which is to deliver the vision of the eye 
is a minor art, but is that it can really be considered 
an art? However artistic photography which has long 
been considered a minor art, but this is no longer the 
case today. 


She gained acclaim through the work of great poto- 
graphers. It is now considered a creative process in 
itself. Carry a photograph is not just pressing a but- 
ton, it involves a complex process of creation that in- 
volves imagination, creativity, originality and leaves 
nothing to chance. 


Was it difficult for you gaining the confidence of mo- 
dels? 

Absolutely not!!! 

When the photographer discusses a model with 
ideas and well-constructed projects, there is no dif- 
ficulty. 


What do you prefer. taking many photographs or just 
a few during a session but spend more time on each 
one? 

I have started photography with a film camera, the 
films were limited to 24 or 36 exposures, so we had 
to think about when shooting. | have therefore kept 
this habit. It is useless to multiply the shots, if it is to 
spend a lot more time to select the final images. It is 
therefore better to make few pictures but do them 
well. 

With more reflective when shooting, chances are mu- 
tiplie to have best pictures. 


What makes you different from other photographers? 
I am passionate, self-taught and over the years, | 
have done everything to create my own visual iden- 
tity. If you want to be noticed, you have to stand out. 
It' s a principle that | am trying to apply to my work. 


So | created a special world focused on staging, 
where | play the shifts and oppositions or harmony 
between models, stylism and decor. My way of wor- 
king light is also different, | love her colorful scenes 
with high contrast. My way to ask the models is also 
I direct only very little my models. | do not impose a 
way of posing even if | direct them a little to what | 
wish. Each model is different and poses suitable for 
one will not be for another, so | do not like the stere- 
otypical poses that are found everywhere. In fact for 
me there are no pose type, howto position an arm, 
a leg, a body, a model is a living subject and it is im- 
perative to let her live during a shooting. 

It is up to me to trigger at the right time during its 
evolution.In conclusion, | would say that we are all 
different because , our personality affects the way 
wework and this difference is what makes the rich- 
ness of the photographic world. 


What is your definition of beauty? 

Beauty is suggestive and | think the charm is most 
important that the beauty. Beauty, for me, anything 
that is likely to make us vibrate and generate an 
emotion. Make beautiful, it's the photographer's 
work, there is no bad model, it’ s just necessary to 
know how to sublimate her by the way of photogra- 
phing, the work of the light , the make-up the hair 
dressing and the stylism. It is therefore the photo- 
grapher to find photogenic potential of his model and 
know how to useit. 


What is more important today: mastering the camera 
or Photoshop? 

Having practiced the argentic film for a long time, I'm 
not a fan of photoshop. It is a tool to be used with 
caution for a photographer. I'm not talking about gra- 
phic design, which is another area and another art 
form. 


So for a photographer, the work light is the most im- 
portant, it's a measure of success. More high is the 
quality of light fewer work to do with the editing soft- 
ware. | don 't like the photos too smooth in photos- 
hop, if the conditions of implementation have been 
met at the shooting, working at the computer will be 
useless. | do not correct my images (and I do not like 
working on the computer), | "just remove small skin 
defectsand on the other hand, | am a follower of fra- 
ming the shot. So for me the essence of the work is 
done during the shooting. With good makeup, good 
lighting, and good technical skills, the picture will be 
good. 
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The final result is certainly important, but how 
to get it, is even more. 


What equipment do you use? Why? 

I use a Canon5D and various optical lens inclu- 
ding a24-70 f2,8 , 70-200 f2,8 but even if it con- 
tributes to this isnot the equipment that makes 
the photo. As for the choice of the brand, there 
are no particular reason, all brands are good. 


In the digital era, anyone can be a photogra- 
pher? 

Certainly not. The digital erahas democratized 
photo and it's a good thing but he has also done 
much harm because many people believe that 
it is sufficient to have a digital camera to do 
good pictures. 

So we saw appear in recent years many people 
without compétence who have improvised pho- 
tographers. This artistic and cultural leveling 
down is unfortunate but do not despair, new ta- 
lents will be discovered in the coming years. 


How important are wardrobe and make up in the 
final result? 

It depends on the type of photo that you want 
to but it is obvious that a nice outfit and beau- 
tiful makeup enhances images and and strongly 
influences the final result. 


Is there any person you specially would love to 
have in front of your camera? 

Yes, | have several muses that | appreciate very 
much and with whom | have a great pleasure to 
work. | will not mention them to avoid forgetting 
but they will recognize. However | have always 
enjoyed working with new models from the mo- 
ment they are really passionate and involved in 
the shooting and their preparation. 


And anyone you would not like to portrait not for 
all the world? 

No, why, there are no people who can not be 
photographed, even if with some, it's more dif- 
ficult, you just figure out how to highlight. 


B/W or full color pictures? 
It depends on the photos, sessions and what | 
want to highlight. 


Some images gain strength in black and white, 
others are better in full color. 


Your Fetish photographer and Why? 
There are several and in different worlds. 


Yann Arthus-Bertrand, Philip Plisson, Robert 
Doisneau, Helmut Newton, Christophe Mourthé, 
Richard Avedon, Andrey Razoomovsky,rving 


Penn , Willy Ronis, Peter Lindberg, Marc La- 
grange, .... and many others, the area of the 
photography is so large Why? Because each in 
their field, they know how to discover and subli- 
mate the beauty. 


How do you prepare your sessions? 

The preparation of my sessions is an exchange 
with my models. | offer them an idea or it is they 
who offers me and we exchange views in order 
to jointly develop the project. | leave an impor- 
tant part in the dialogue. Also | give wide lati- 
tude to the makeup artist, Thus, during the 
shooting, we all remember a thread that guides 
us throughout the session. 

In fact each of the individual involved brings its 
share of creativity. 


Have you ever run out of inspiration during a 
photoshoot? 

Never. Instead, it's at this point that new ideas 
come. 

Dialogue with my model is permanent and can 
occur at any time a source of inspiration. 


Do you like sharing all pictures or do you keep 
some only for you? 

What is that a picture, if it is not shared. 

And it is always interesting to submit it to ex- 
ternal looks who bring a critical eye. 


Can feelings be portrayed? 

Of course, this is fundamental in photography if 
you want the photo to be carrier of emotion. If 
we need to vibrate the beholder, we should work 
the expressions and emotions. 


What is the most tedious task in photography? 
The work of post-processing to the computer 
so | limited to the minimum. 


Have you ever dreamt something and when wa- 
king up thought: "I have to express it through a 
picture"? 

This happens very often indeed. It’ s in dreams 
that we draw our inspirations. 


And finally, would you like adding something for 
our readers? 

Work light, it is the prerequisite for a successful 
picture and if you are only a photographer, for- 
get editing software. 


Keep yourself, work, create, give you constantly 
question, keep a critical eye on your work, you 
can only progress.

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Along the whole Revolution tour you have played 
all the songs of your new album except for „This 
is the night"; is there any particular reason for 
that? 

TILO WOLFF: What a heavy question to start the 
interview with! But you are absolutely right, this is 
the only song from “Revolution" that we didn't 
play on this tour. Well, together with "Verloren" it 
was suppost to be not played at all on this tour 
but after the european concerts | decided to at 
least add "Verloren" to the set but if | would have 
brought in "This is the night" as well there would 
have been to much weight on the new album 
since | wanted to present LACRIMOSA in general 
and not only the new album plus this title needs 
more space on its own. So its time is still waiting 
to come in the future! 


Last January you were touring in Spain and you 
have also been here in the past, so, what do you 
think about the Spanish audience and fans? 
TILO WOLFF: To be honest | would like to play 
much more often in Spain. | love the food, | love 
the strong and atmospheric culture, the architec- 
ture and of course | love the people! So passionat 
and enthusiastic! Therefor it is a shame that we 
can't come to Spain more often! 


The last shows of the Revolution tour were in Ar- 
gentina, last April. Now the tour is over, how do 
you feel about it? How would you summarize all 
you have experienced and felt during it? 

TILO WOLFF: Well, actually it is not quite over yet. 
We had one more festival in Germany and one 
more in Poland lies ahead. But anyhow, this tour 
was extra-ordinary and sometimes | wished it 
never would have ended! So many people that we 
met, so many countries we saw and so many un- 
forgettable moments we passed. 


Before the world tour started, the line-up of Lacri- 
mosa changed; Manne Uhlig left and a new drum- 
mer, Julien Schmidt, came. How came this 
change? Are you happy with the change? 

TILO WOLFF: The line-up of LACRIMOSA always 
changes once in a while to point out different as- 
pects of the music. Julien is closer to the drum- 
ming of our albums from 10 to 15 years ago which 
was important to me for this tour since "Revolu- 
tion" is much straighter than the albums from the 
closer past. With those more LACRIMOSA-old- 
school-drums | wanted to build the bridge bet- 
ween now and then. 


If each album of Lacrimosa is a little part of a 
whole conceptual story, and you had the possibi- 
lity of directing a film about the whole story, do 
you think you would do it? In that case, do you 
think you could express with a plot what you have 


already expressed through your lyrics? 

TILO WOLFF: Good question! It would be definitely 
a very interesting project! And yes, | thing | would 
try to to it because the combination of music and 
pictures plus speach could give possibilities to 
show different facettes of the embodied emo- 
tions. On the other hand it would be dangerours 
because everyone has his imagination and inter- 
pretation and to overlay these ones with new pic- 
tures or a whole story could collide with many 
grown interpretations from the pasts. 


Have you considered the possibility of going on 
tour with Snakeskin? 

TILO WOLFF: Yes, many times but so far I don't 
even find enough time to do everything | could for 
LACRIMOSA so I don't know if | can ever do it with 
SNAKESKIN. 


Which is your favourite Lacrimosa song right 
now? 

TILO WOLFF: This is truly impossible to say be- 
cause it depends on the mood. Sometimes | prefer 
the more emotional, quite moments and someti- 
mes the straight and forwardness of some songs. 
Of course, the new songs are more in the personal 
focus because they are more fresh for me at the 
moment but after the next album they also line up 
within the so-called ‘old songs' and from them I 
can't choose any favorites. They are all my belo- 
ved children! 


When you write a new song, do you name it after 
you have written it or do you have the title already 
when you start developing the song's concept? 
TILO WOLFF: That depends on how strong the lyri- 
cal content is. If | have a lyric written in complete 
and only then start composing the music around 
it the song is titled as the lyric is. If | only have 
some words, a mood and then start writing the 
music together with the lyric, the title sometimes 
only comes up when nearly everything is done al- 
ready. 


Each of your concerts is introduced by the intro of 
the album Inferno. What is the reason? How do 
you feel about this song? 

TILO WOLFF: In fact I wrote this Intro for the "Sa- 
tura-Tour" and used it during this tour for the first 
time. After coming back it was so dear to me that 
I couldn't resist to release it on "Inferno". So I don't 
use it because of it's connection to this particular 
album but because of its atmosphere as it fits so 
very well and still goes through and through when 
I hear it backstage before entering the stage. 


I couldn't imagine playing a LACRIMOSA concert 
without starting it with this Intro! It is the LACRI- 
MOSA Anthem! 
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You have already played several times at Wave 
Gotik Treffen. Could you tell us some impressions 
focusing on the differences between the first time 
you did in 1993 and the last time, just some weeks 
ago? 

Well, the first time of course was pretty different be- 
cause the people didn't know LACRIMOSA so well 
and | didn't know the people plus | was very, very 
shy. In difference to many musicians to go on stage 
was not something | always dreamed of. | that time 
prefered the piece of a studio which was the reason 
why it took me three years after starting with LA- 
CRIMOSA before | played my first concert. 


Nowadays | feel very connected to the audience 
and | love to reflect the different facettes of the 
songs on stage and to communicate with the au- 
dience. This is something very beautiful! 


The Gothic scene has evolved and changed remar- 
Kably along the past years; how do you feel right 
now towards the scene? And how do you feel about 
the changes? 

On one hand everything needs to develope if it 
wants to live on. If thing get stucked, things die! So 
it was important that the scene moved on. On the 
other hand this development was not a natural one, 
it was guided by hidden commercial intentions 
which stand in hard conflict to the basic idea of the 
scene. 


This leads to the fact that now we face a scene that 
is more a party-scene than a cultural-scene, which 
in my opinion is not the best development. 


If you were sent to a lonely island, and you could 
bring just three things with you - which three things 
would you choose? 

A beautiful lady, good wine and for any kind of bac- 
kup a genie in the bottle. 


You have a song with some sentences in Spanish;, 
„Durch Nacht und Flut". Do you know a bit more 
about our language? And do you know any other 
Spanish-speaking bands?

In the back of the album's cover, there is an archer 
aiming at the Harlekin. What does he represent? 
He represents those people who are always in my 
back. 


Did the creating process of this album take more 
time than the process of the previous ones? 

This is hard to tell because | constantly write and 
compose. So | never know how long an album took 
if | would pack all the time for it together. But of 
course, this was a big production in many different 
studios in different countries!

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Girl's Day (Hangul: 4 2 4] 9]) is a four-member South Korean girl group 
under the management of Dream Tea Entertainment. The group consists 
of four members whose names are Sojin, Minah, Yura and Hyeri. Their fan- 
club is called "Daisy" or "Dai5y". 


Pre-debut 

DreamTea Entertainment started Girl's Day promotions before their debut 
with the creation of an official blog, YouTube channel, and Twitter ac- 
counts for the group and each member. A forum made by fans was also 
recognized by the company as their official international forum. The group 
also released dance flash mobs before their debut on the commercial and 
entertainment districts of Seoul, gaining much interest 


2010: Debut, line-up change, Nothing Lasts Forever 
On July 7, the group released their first MV, "Tilt My Head", and two days 
later their debut mini-album "Girl's Day Party 1". 


Only two months after their debut, on September 12, it was announced 
through the group's official Twitter that members Ji Sun and Ji In left the 
group and two new members would be added to the group: "Two of our 
precious members of Girl's Day are to be replaced. They are Ji Sun and Ji 
In. Ji Sun will study music more to find her own character in music, as she 
wanted. And Ji In is attracted in acting so she will concentrate on acting 
career." Two days later, on September 14, the two new members were an- 
nounced, Yura and Hyeri. On October 29, the new line-up released the 
group's first digital single, "Girl's Day Party 2". On October 30 the MV for 
their lead track, "Nothing Lasts Forever" was released. 


In December 2010, Girl's Day got their first TV-show along with boyband 
U-KISS. The show, "We Are Dating", is a spinoff of the hit TV-show We Got 
Married and paired three members of each group on the first season. 


2011: Twinkle Twinkle, Everyday, Don't Let Your Eyes Wander 

Rumors of Girls' Day's comeback started when member Yura had a new 
hair color for one live performance. On March 4, 2011, the girls greeted 
their Japanese fans for the first time in which they announced the release 
of their 2nd single on March 17.[1] Concept photos for the groups come- 
back was release on March 13, and 15 respectively while the MV Teaser 
for "Twinkle Twinkle" was released on March 13 and currently has over 
200,000 hits YouTube. The full music video was released 3 days after on 
March 16 and currently has over 6.8 million views on YouTube. The group 
made their comeback on M! Countdown on March 17, 2011, they also 
made their comeback in Music Bank, Music Core, and Inkigayo the same 
week. The track proved to be popular as it landed on the No.1 spot upon 
its release, also the song has entered among the Top 10 in M!Countdown 
and Music Bank respectively plus entering Inkigayo's Take 7. With this 
song, the group enjoyed immense popularity among soldiers as well. Pro- 
motions for "Twinkle Twinkle" ended on May 15, 2011. 


On May 17, 2011, Girl's Day had their first oversea concert in Taiwan with 
U-KISS and Super Junior M.The concert | Love You Taiwan - We are friends 
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Concert(Traditional Chinese: АР (75 Л 47%! WE ARE 
FRIENDS #18 fr) was held by Korea Tourism Organization Tai- 
pei, Taiwan Office in Taipei International Convention 
Center, TICC. 


On July 3, 2011, Girl's Day announced their comeback with 
their second mini-album, Everyday, to be promoted with the 
title song "Hug Me Once". The teaser for the music video was 
uploaded on that same day. The full music video was released 
on July 6, 2011 along with the mini album. Along with the title 
song "Hug Me Once", the album contains a new track called 
"Young Love", two previous digital singles "Nothing Lasts Fo- 
rever" and "Twinkle Twinkle", and an instrumental version of 
"Hug Me Once". Girl's Day are scheduled to begin their come- 
back performances on the July 8 episode of Music Bank. Pro- 
motions for "Hug me Once" ended on August 6, 2011. 


2012-present: Everyday 

Girl's Day released their 3rd mini album, Everyday 2, on April 
17, 2012. The album was announced on April 10, along with 
the album cover. It includes the new title track "Oh! My God" 
along "Don't Let Your Eyes Wander", from their previous single, 
along with 3 new songs. 

In October 17, it was revealed by the group's company, Dream- 
Tea Entertainment, that Jihae left the group due to personal 
reasons. 

The remaining four members of Girl's Day made their come- 
back on October 26 with the song "Don't Forget Me" from their 
fifth digital single, Girl's Day Party #5. The music video for the 
song was simultaneously released and features a drama-like 
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story with Girl's Day member Hyeri. On this same day, 
Day made their first performance of the song on Music E

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Cosplay (= 4 7 V kosupure?), short 
for "costume play", is an activity in 
which participants wear costumes 
and accessories to represent a spe- 
cific character or idea from a work of 
fiction. Cosplayers often interact to 
create a subculture centered on role 
play. A broader use of the term cos- 
play applies to any costumed role 
play in venues apart from the stage, 
regardless of the cultural context. 
Favorite sources include manga, 
anime, comic books, video games, 
and films. Any entity from the real or 
virtual world that lends itself to dra- 
matic interpretation may be taken up 
as a subject. Inanimate objects are 
given anthropomorphic forms and it 
is not unusual to see genders swit- 
ched, with women playing male roles 
and vice versa. There is also a subset 
of cosplay culture centered on sex 
appeal, with cosplayers specifically 
choosing characters that are known 
for their attractiveness and/or revea- 
ling costumes. 


The Internet has enabled many cos- 
players to create social networks and 
websites centered around cosplay 
activities, while forums allow cospla- 
yers to share stories, photographs, 
news, and general information. The 
rapid growth in the number of people 
cosplaying as a hobby since 1990 
has made the phenomenon a signifi- 
cant aspect of popular culture. This 
is particularly the case in Asia, where 
cosplay influences Japanese street 
fashion. 


The term cosplay is a portmanteau of 
the English words costume and play. 
The term was coined by Nobuyuki 
Takahashi of the Japanese studio 
Studio Hard while attending the 1984 
World Science Fiction Convention 
(Worldcon) in Los Angeles. He was 
impressed by the hall and the costu- 
med fans and reported on both in Ja- 
panese science fiction magazines. 
The coinage reflects a common Ja- 
panese method of abbreviation in 


which the first two moras of a pair of 
words are used to form an indepen- 
dent compound. Costume becomes 
kosu (= Z), and play becomes pure ( 
be 


Cosplay costumes vary greatly and 
can range from simple themed clo- 
thing to highly detailed costumes. 
Cosplay is generally considered dif- 
ferent from Halloween and Mardi 
Gras costume wear, as the intention 
is to accurately replicate a specific 
character, rather than to reflect the 
culture and symbolism of a holiday 
event. As such, when in costume, 
cosplayers will often seek to adopt 
the affect, mannerisms and body lan- 
guage of the characters they portray 
(with "out of character” breaks). The 
characters chosen to be cosplayed 
may be sourced from any movies, TV 
series, books, comic books, video 
games or music bands, but the prac- 
tice of cosplay is often associated 
with replicating anime and manga 
characters. 


Most cosplayers create their own 
outfits, referencing images of the 
characters in the process. In the cre- 
ation of the outfits, much time is 
given to detail and qualities, thus the 
skill of a cosplayer may be measured 
by how difficult the details of the out- 
fit are and how well they have been 
replicated. Because of the difficulty 
of replicating some details and ma- 
terials, cosplayers often educate 
themselves in crafting specialties 
such as textiles, sculpture, face paint, 
fiberglass, fashion design, woodwor- 
king and other uses of materials in 
the effort to render the look and tex- 
ture of acostume accurately. Cospla- 
yers often wear wigs in conjunction 
with their outfit in order to further im- 
prove the resemblance to the charac- 
ter. This is especially necessary for 
anime and manga characters who 
often have unnaturally coloured and 
uniguely styled hair. Simpler outfits 
may be compensated for their lack of 
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ale 
complexity by paying attention to material choice, and ove- 
rall excellent quality. The process of creation may 
then be very long and time-consuming, making it 
a very personal journey and achievement for many. 
This taxing and often expensive process is known 
to unite cosplayers and is considered a part of the | 
culture of cosplay. 


Cosplayers obtain their apparel through many dif- 

ferent methods. Manufacturers produce and sell 
packaged outfits for use in cosplay, in a variety of | 
qualities. These costumes are often sold online, but 

also can be purchased from dealers at conven- 

tions. There are also a number of individuals who 

work on commission, creating custom costumes, 

props or wigs designed and fitted to the individual; 

some social networking sites for cosplay have 
classified ad sections where such services are ad- | 
vertised. Other cosplayers, who prefer to create 

their own costumes, still provide a market for indi- 

vidual elements, accessories, and various raw ma- 

terials, such as unstyled wigs or extensions, hair 

dye, cloth and sewing notions, liquid latex, body 

paint, shoes, costume jewellery and prop weapons. 

Some anime and video game characters have we- 

apons or other accessories that are hard to repli- 

cate, and conventions have strict rules regarding 

those weapons, but most cosplayers engage in 

some combination of methods to obtain all the 

items necessary for their costume; for example, 

they may commission a prop weapon, sew their own clo- 
thing, buy character jewelry from a cosplay accessory ma- 
nufacturer, buy a pair of off-the-rack shoes, and modify 
them to match the desired look. 


In order to look more like the character they are portraying, 
many cosplayers also engage in various forms of body mo- 
dification. Contact lenses that match the color of their cha- 
racter's eyes are a common form of this, especially in the 
case of characters with particularly unique eyes as part of 
their trademark look. Contact lenses that make the pupil 
look enlarged to visually echo the large eyes of anime and 
manga characters are also used. Another form of body mo- 
dification that cosplayers engage in is to copy any tattoos 
or special markings that their character might have. Tem- 
porary tattoos, permanent marker, body paint and, in rare 
cases, permanent tattoos, are all methods used by cospla- 
yers to achieve the desired look. Permanent and temporary 
hair dye, spray-in hair coloring, and specialized extreme 
styling products are all utilized by some cosplayers whose 
natural hair can achieve the desired hairstyle.
